This Mafterpiece of religious Policy was publifhed, many 
Years finee, in Latin, French, and Duteh : Mr. John Schipper, 
a Bookfeller at Amfterdam, bought one of them at Antwerp, 
among other Books, and afterwards ae it. The Jetuifs, 
being informed that be had purchafed this Beok, deinanded it 
back from him, but he had then fent it to Holland. One of 
the Society, who lived at A hearing it faid, foon 
after, to a Catholick Bookféller, by Name Van Eyke, that 
Schipper was printing a Book whick concerned the Jefuits; 
replied, that if it was on!y The Rules of the Society, he fhould 
not be under any Concern; but defired he would inform him- 
felf what it was. Beingtold by the Bookfeller, that it was 
The Secret Inftruélions of the Society, the good Father, thrug- 
gng up bis Shoulders, and knitting his Brow, faid, that he 
faw no other Remedy but denying that this Piece came from 
the Society. The Reverend Fathers howe ver thought it more 
advifeable to purchafe the whole Edition, which they foon 
after did, fome f€w Copies d; from one of thefe it was 
afterwards inted, with this Account prefixed; which is 
re te be taken from two Roman Catholicks, Men of
